J ames Clegg o f near Carthage is 
in the toils of the law again, having 
been arrested for tin* fourth 
time 
this year by Shelby county authori­ 
ties. He was fourni in an intoxicated 
condition, « wandering along the road 
north of Shelbyville, m possession of 


a quart and a half pint 
bottle 
of 
whiskey. 


Clegg was released from the state 
penal farm the latter part o f 
O c t o ­ 
ber, having served tin* greater part 
of a 9 9 -day sentence, imposed in the
